Armijo's small varsity didn't do so good this year. They came out on 
the short-end of the games, winning one and losing five. The first 
game of the season was against Saint Vincents of Vallejo. Our team 
looked green and lost this game 28-0. Next they tackled a stronger 
and much bigger Dixon eleven, who again walked over the poor 
helpless Indians, 28 to 0. Spark plug for the Rams was Farley, a big 
lad, who just couldn't be stepped. 

Armijo's varsity came to life the next game with Rio Vista. The 
Indians won 1 3 to 7. This was their only win of the 1943 and 1944 
grid classics. Bill Royston, playing at the right half position, inter- 
cepted a pass thrown by Rio Vista and rambled 60 yards down the 
side lines— with excellent blocking by the quarterback, Gordon Farrell 
and the fullback, Earl Athey— for the first score of the game and the 
first score of the year. The conversion was made by Gordon Farrell 
with Earl Athey holding the ball for the place kick. Armijo took the 
lead 7 to Rio's 0. In the second quarter, there was a fumble in 
Armijo's backfield and the ball landed right in the arms of a Rio 
man who romped on down the side lines the remaining 30 yards for 
Rio's lone tally of the game. Armijo's next score came on successive 
line drives until Athey carried it over from the 8 yard on a off-tackle 
play, to give Armijo the biggest upset of the season by a score of 13-6.

While Armijo's Varsity Football was still in a football mood, they took 
on a strong St. Helena eleven. This was a hard fought game with the 
Saints winning 19-14. The thrilling part of the game was when 
Armijo was on the Saint's 4 yard line and seconds left to play, the 
quarterback called two plays and on the second play, a pass was 
intercepted by Saint Helena and they started down field. Lonnie 
Smith picked himself off the ground and ran down spilling him right 
on the 50 yard marker as the gun went off ending the game. Where 
Smith got that much energy is still a mystery to the students and 
faculty of Armijo. 

Armijo's next defeat was at the hands of a hard hitting, hard playing, 
Vacaville squad. The game ended with the Bulldogs leading 14 to 0. 
In this game Earl Athey suffered an injured leg two minutes after the 
game started. He was replaced by Dick Teeples. Vacaville was 
strong this year and ran over Armijo very easily, especially with big 
Bagley carrying the pigskin. Lorenzo pitching the ball, and Bera on 
the end of each pass. 

The last game cf the season was with Esparto on Esparto's turf. This 
game was exciting for Esparto and dull for the Armijoites. Jack Russell, 
Charles Scally and Charles Okell weren't there because of an auto- 
mobile accident. Well, anyway, Esparto won 32 to 7. Athey put 
across the only score and conversion. Farrell was put out of the game 
in the third quarter with a broken wrist and the team went to pieces. 
A few of this year's Varsity will return again next year. Here's hoping 
they have better luck than the 1943-44 Varsity did.

VARSITY BASKETBALL 

The Varsity had one of the poorest seasons since the 1937 team, 
losing 1 1 games and winning one. The winning game was from St. 
Vincents, by a 31-26 score. Starting most of the games for the Varsity 
were Bob Fockler and Bruce Woolner forwards, Earl Athey at center, 
Jack Russell and Bud Mangels at guard. Doug Tomasini saw a lot 
of action at forward and Lee Whitley served as a reserve guard. Bob 
Simons saw a little action as center. Earl Athey led the scorers 
throughout the season, with 97 points followed by Bob Fockler with 61. 
Woolner got 43, Tomasini 33 and Russell made 26. Bud Mangels 
tallied up 1 1 points while Coffey swished through 6. Lee Whitley 
dropped in one free toss. Jack Russell was elected as captain. 

BEE BASKETBALL 

The Bee team fared a little better than the Varsity, keeping up in a tie 
with Vacaville for the league championship. In the final playoff, 
Vacaville won by a 27-24 margin, to knock Armijo out of the running. 
Starting the majority of the games were Gordon Farrell and Bill 
Broker forwards, Henry Serrano at center, Joe Wolfskill and Bill 
Royston at guards. Joe Wolfskill also led the team's scoring, tallying 
up a huge 88 points. Henry Serrano netted 61 while Bill Broker 
swished in 59. De Gracia pushed in 46 with Farrell next by plunking 
34. Bill Royston was right on Farrell's heels with 32. Charlie Lum 
saw quite a bit of action and scored 3 points. Joe Wolfskill was 
unanimously chosen as captain. 

CEE TEAM 

The Armijo C team had a medium season, losing just about half their 
games. Fairfield Grammar School served as opposition for practice 
games 5 times, Armijo winning 3 and losing 2. They won two from 
Benicia, while dropping 2 to Rio Vista and 3 to Vacaville. Albert 
Guyan and Smith Fone played forwards, Arnold Athey center 
and Frank Hendricks and Willy Sabino served as starters in the 
majority of the games. 

BASKETBALL SEASON 

The Armijo basketball season got off to a fast start, with opening 
practice starting on November 22. The first game was on December 
10th against the Napa High Schcol. The Varsity made a poor show- 
ing this year, winning only one game while the B's and C's showed 
up a little better. 

Although the coach was new and had very little idea of what kind 
of material to expect, he was all smiles after the first day. The Varsity 
prospects were high, with Earl Athey, Bob Fockler and Doug Tomasini 
all over six feet and Jack Russell, Charles Scally, Bruce Woolner, 
Bud Mangels and Tom Coffey all near 5'1 1". With such height on a 
team, Coach figured the team should go well and win a pennant or 
two. But after the first few games, his ideas dropped and he saw a 
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ray of light in the smaller "B" team. Although the team was small, 
the way in which they worked together and the accurate shooting of 
Joe Wolfskill accounted for many victories for the B team. The C team 
was developed late in the year, with veterans Lawrence Scholl, Al 
Guyan, and Frank Hendricks returning. Arnold Athey, Smith Fone, 
William Sabino, John Fernandez and Willy Foon completed the team. 
Their season was halfway between successful and unsuccessful. They 
ended up third in the league— losing their chance for second place 
when Rio Vista defeated them 25-23 in an overtime period. Scholl 
and Athey were the spark plugs of the Cs. Al Guyan was the only 
Senior to play his last game on the C team, while on the B's, Joe 
Wolfskill, Bill Royston and Bill Broker played their last game in a 
play-off with Vacaville in which Vacaville won by a small but yet 
precious three points. On the Varsity, Jack Russell, Lee Whitley, 
Bruce Woolner and Earl Athey competed in their last high school game. 
During the latter part of the season, Armijo received two new six 
footers, Bob Simmons and Clarence Thompson, transfers from San 
Diego. This increased the Varsity's height to an average of 6 feet 
1 inch, but it seemed as though height wasn't enough. 

Summing up the year's scores, the Varsity played twelve games, won 
one and lost eleven. The B's played 13 games and won 8 losing 
only 5. The C team played seven games, winning three and dropping 
four.
